STATE FRUIT MEN 
DISCUSS PROBLEMS 

Movement for Standardization 
Gets Strong Endorsement 

Two hundred representative fruit 
growers and shippers from all parts of 
the State met in Sacramento and au¬ 
thorized the Horticultural Commission 
to name a committee to recommend to 
the Legislature laws looking to the 
standardization of deciduous fruits 
shipped from the State. This action 
followed the declaration of Manager 
S F. B. McKevitt of the California 
Fruit Distributers that the slump in 
the Tokay grape market this season 
was the result of the shipping of im¬ 
mature fruit. 

R. D. Stephens fathered a resolution 
asking the railroads to reduce the rate 
on fruits from $1.15 per 100 pounds to 
$1 per 100 pounds, and the minimum 
carload from 26,000 to 20,000 pounds. 

The movement inaugurated by State 
Horticultural Commissioner Jeffrey 
for the standardization of all Califor¬ 
nia deciduous fruits was indorsed. It 
was decided to take up at the next 
meeting the matter of organizing the 
Deciduous Fruit Growers’ Protective 
League.

Ten thousand heads of New York 
families, 500 retail dealers and sev¬ 
eral hundred farmers of the Pennsyl¬ 
vania State Grange have combined in 
an association to eliminate the middle¬ 
man and to lower tne high cost of 
living. A small army of canvassers 
is enrolling hundreds of other families 
in the movement. 

Ford Travilla, a professional diver 
at Avalon, Catalina island, made what 
is claimed to be a world’s record for 
diving. Clad only in a common bath¬ 
ing suit Travilla dragged a half-inch 
rope down sixty-five feet and attached 
it to an anchor that had been imbed¬ 
ded in the ocean sands for years. He 
was under water just two minutes. 
Many persons in glass-bottom boats 
watched his performance. 

B. T. Galloway, chief of the Bureau 
of Plant Industry, says that the ex¬ 
perts of his bureau will make an in¬ 
vestigation in California to ascertain 
the effect of irrigation and intensive 
farming upon fruit products. Depart¬ 
mental experts have been studying 
this question in other sections of the 
country for the last five years, and in 
tend to extend their field of activity 
from Denver to the Pacific. 

According to Federal officials, the 
arrest of Eugene Rift, who, they claim, 
is August Verrier, at Umatilla, Or., 
brings to a close a pursuit of twenty 
years’ duration. Ritt, who is now in

The former rate on dried fruit to 
Birmingham was $1.35 on boxed fruit 
and $1.55 on that in sacks. This made 
it unusually expensive for shipment of 
the fruit to points adjacent to the 
Alabama city, the back haul in propor 
tion to the Birmingham rate being 
strictly enforced.

An Advance of Fifty Cents a Ton Has 
Been Announced. 

The American Sugar Beet Company 
at Oxnard has issued the announce¬ 
ment to sugar beet growers that with 
the commencement of the coming sea¬ 
son the price of beets testing 15 per 
cent will advance to $5 a ton, which is 
an increase of 50 cents per ton over 
the present price. 

The announcement also informed the 
growers that for each additional 1 per 
cent over 15 the price will be 30 cents 
additional, and for each 1 per cent un¬ 
der 15, the growers will* be paid 25 
cents per ton less than $5, with frac¬ 
tions of 1 per cent in proportion.
